24 (Currently amended) {New}: A dancing toy lollipop comprising at l e ast oneedibl e 
compon e nt a candy attached to on e end, horoaftor r e f e rred to as upp e r e nd, of an end of a stick 
made of any suitable material, h e r e aft e r r e f e rred to as holding stick, whil e the opposit e e nd of the 
holding stick is th e grip portion of the s tick b eing said stick held by the user's hand, wherein the 
e dibl e compon e nt is provid e d with on interior cavity and said upp e r e nd of said holding stick is 
provid e d with retaining means, such that th e said candy is provided with a conveniently shaped 
interior cavity open to the exterior and said end of said stick has retaining means such that when 
said stick is inserted into said interior cavity in said candy, said candy is retained on said stick 
with an articulated union between said edible componen t candy and said holding stick , in s tead of 
b e ing tight and rigid as in curr e nt lollipops, is articulated, in such a manner that said edible 
compon e nt, h e reaft e r r e f e rr e d to as movable edibl e pi e ce candy 5 is r e liably attach e d to said 
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holding stick, but at th e same tim e moves fre e ly p e rforming combined motions relative to said 
holding stick, in a sort of dancing like random mov e m e nts, when the dancing toy lollipop is 
meve dshaken by the user.

26 (Currently amended) fNew): TheA dancing toy lollipop as defined in claim 2£24, wherein 
thesaid interior cavity in thesaid movabl e e dible piec e c andy ha s th e configuration of is, but is not 
limited to, a hole through said candy with two opposite exterior openings, having said hole w ith 
the shape of a truncated cone provided with an inwardly a shrunk section consisting in an annular 
edge or annular lip protruding inwardly and forming a constricted op e ning, h e reaft e r r e f e rr e d to 
a s orifice or throatr-aHh e at the smallest cross section of said hole. cavity, b e ing said throat and 
said interior cavity conv e ni e ntly configur e d to insert th e upper e nd of th e holding stick with 
retaining means into th e movabl e e dibl e piece to compl e t e th e ass e mbly of th e dancing toy 
lollipop. 

27 (Cancelled) (N e w): Th e dancing toy lollipop d e fin e d in claim 25, wh e r e in th e interior cavity 
in th e movabl e e dibl e pi e ce is provid e d with, but is not limited to, two out e r opposite op e nings, 
one locat e d on the top and th e oth e r on th e bottom of said movabl e edibl e pi e c e , being th e upp e r 
out e r op e ning of th e cavity clos e d by an e dibl e plug s e cur e ly fix e d by, but not limit e d to, an 
e dibl e adhesiv e , having said plug divers e colors, flavors and shap e s.

24 or 26 , wherein the holding said stick is, but is not limited to, a thin elongated stick with round 
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that wh e n a movable edible pi e c e is pass e d ov e r the upp e r sot of protub e ranc e s during the 
ass e mbling of at l e ast on e movabl e edibl e pi e ce onto said holding stick, said opposit e 
protub e ranc e s collaps e ela s tically inward to a siz e substantially equal to th e throat in th e int e rior 
cavity of th e movabl e edibl e piec e , and wh e n th e throat of said movabl e e dibl e piec e r e ach e s th e 
n e ck b e tw ee n both s e ts of protub e rances, said upper set of protub e ranc es e xpand e lastically 
in s id e th e interior cavity of said movabl e e dibl e pi e c e , r e covering its normal siz e , which is 
substantially bigger than th e throat but s mall e r than said int e rior cavity, while th e low e r set of 
protub e ranc e s — r e mains b e low th e throat of said movabl e e dible pi e c e , so that said movabl e 
e dibl e piec e is e ngag e d at the neck b e tw ee n both sets of protub e rances with an articulat e d union, 
in such a mann e r that said movabl e e dibl e piec e r e mains r e liably attach e d to said holding stick, 
but mov e s fr e ely swiv e ling, rotating and tilting in r e lation to the holding s tick in a sort of 
dancing lik e motion when th e us e r mov e s th e dancing toy lollipop. 

32 (Currently amended) fNew^-^FheA dancing toy lollipop d e fin e d in claim 24, wh e rein at least 
comprising two or more movabl e edibl e pi e c e s candies stacked on an end of a stick, being said 
stick held by the user, wherein said candies are provided with conveniently shaped interior 
cavities, provided in turn with, but not limited to, two opposite openings to the exterior and a 
constricted section or throat, or e stack e d on e above th e oth e r onto a holding and said stick has 
retaining means such as, but not limited to, resilient elements properly located, configured and 
dimensioned, so that, when said stick is inserted into said candies through said openings, said 
resilient elements collapse to pass through said throats in said interior cavities in said candies, 
which, in addition to th e r e taining m e ans at its upp e r end, is provid e d with a low e r stop that 
consists in, but is not limit e d to, a fix e d thicken e d s e ction shaped lik e a sph e r e locat e d at an 
appropriat e distanc e und e r th e top of the upp e r e nd, and abov e of the grip portion of s aid holding 
stick, in such a mann e r that said stop imp e d e s that the movabl e e dibl e pi e ces slid e down and out 
of said holding stick, whil e th e r e taining means at th e upp e r e nd of the holding stick pr e vent the 
attach e d movabl e e dibl e pi e ces from going up and out of said holding stick, and th e r e of 
th e movable pi e c es r e main r e liably attach e d to th e holding stick with an and after passing through 
said throats in said interior cavities in said candies, said resilient elements on said stick expand 
elastically inside said interior cavities in said candies, retaining said candies on said stick while 
providing appropriate gaps between said expanded resilient elements on said stick and said 
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cross section with its upp e r and has one end provided with r e silient retaining means such as, but 
not limited to, a set of resilient elements properly located, configured and dimensioned to ins e rt 
said upper so that when said end of said holding stic k is inserted into th esaid interior cavity ef 
thein said movabl e edible pi e c e an d candv, said resilient elements collapse to pass through said 
throat in said interior cavity in said candy and, after passing through said throat, expand

30 (Cancelled) (New): Th e dancing toy lollipop defin e d in claim 29, wh e rein th e holding stick 
has on e grip portion ramifi e d in at least two upp e r e nds, e ach provid e d with r e taining m e an s , and 
to said upp e r e nds ar e r e liably attach e d with articulat e d unions movabl e e dibl e pi e ces with 
assorted s hap e s, colors and flavor s , and each of said movabl e edible pi e c e s moves fr ee ly in 
r e lation to said upper e nds of th e holding s tick in a sort of dancing like motion wh e n th e user 
moves the dancing toy lollipop. 

31 (Cancelled) (New): Th e dancing toy lollipop d e fined in claim s 24 and 26, wh e r e in the 
r e taining m e ans at th e upp e r e nd of th e holding stick consist in, but ar e not limit e d to, two s e ts, 
on e abov e th e oth e r, of two resili e nt round protub e ranc e s, normally e xpand e d, locat e d at 
opposit e sid e s of said upp e r e nd of th e holding stick, with an axial op e n slot along th e 
longitudinal axis of th e cor e of said upp e r e nd, cr e ating an air gap b e tw ee n th e two opposite 
protub e ranc e s in both s e ts of protub e ranc e s, whil e th e cros s section of said upp e r e nd locat e d 
b e tw ee n th e upp e r and th e low e r s e ts of protuberances is a narrow section, h e reaft e r r e f e rr e d to 
as n e ck, s lightly small e r than th e throat in the int e rior cavity of the movabl e e dibl e pi e c e s, such

holding s tick, whose upp e r end is provid e d with a fixed candy, firmly attached to said stick with 
a rigid union and said fixed candy is properly configured and positioned on said stick to perform 
as a stop locat e d at the top of said upper e nd, consisting in, but not limit e d to, a fixed thick e ned 
s e ction with sph e rical shap e , t o prevent th esaid movabl e edibl e pi e ces stacked candies from 
sliding up and out of sai d holding stic k, whil e und e r the lowest movabl e e dibl e pi e c e is attached 
a r e movabl e s liding e lement that p e rforms as s liding r e taining m e ans to pr e v e nt said stack e d 
movabl e e dibl e pi e ces from sliding down and out of the holding stick, b e ing said r e movabl e

pi e c e s move fr ee ly in a sort of dancing lik e motion r e lativ e to the holding stick, when th e us e r 
mov e s the dancing toy lollipop . 

34 (Currently amended) ( New): TheA dancing toy lollipop as defined in claim 24 claims 24 and 
32, wherein the holding said stick is made of any suitable material , such as non toxic plastic, 
being said holding stie kwhich is washable and reusable, such that the user reuses said holding 
stick to manually assemble manually the dancing toy lollipop replacing the consumed movabl e 
e dible piec e s candies with new ones and combining at-wiW-diverse movable e dibl e pi e ces candies 
with a gr e at variety o fv aried shapes, colors and flavors, onto a same holding reusable stick. 
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35 (New): A dancing toy lollipop as defined in claims 34 or 36, wherein said reusable stick is, 
but is not limited to. a smooth round thin stick provided with a fixed stop located at the top of 
one end, consisting in. but not limited to, a fixed thickened section with spherical shape, to 
prevent said stacked candies from sliding out of said holding stick through said end, being said 
candies inserted through the opposite end of said stick or insertion end and, after them, is 
inserted an additional removable sliding element, which is reusable, and performs as sliding 
retaining means to prevent said stacked candies from sliding out of the stick in the direction of 
said insertion end, being said removable sliding retaining element, in turn, provided with a hole 
substantially equal to the cross section of the holding stick, to insert the insertion end of said 
stick through said hole, and being said sliding retaining element conveniently locked onto said 
stick at the desired position by means of but not limited to, a self locking resilient tight fit, while 
said stacked candies remain attached to said stick with articulated unions, in such a manner that 
said candies move in relation to the stick, when the user shakes the dancing toy lollipop, and to 
replace said candies after having been consumed, the user removes said removable sliding 
retaining element and inserts new candies on said reusable stick. 
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
